German Churchmen Per- 


turbed Over Ministration 
by Female Clergyman 


BERLIN, April 16. (4)--Church cir- 
cles are perturbed over the propriety 
of a woman clergyman dispensing the 
Holy Sacrament. 

The question arose with the intro- 
duction of the first German woman, 
Fraulein Kuhnert, into the ministry. 

Fraulein Kuhnert of Hamburg suc- 
cessfully completed her theological 
coursé at the university and was 

ordained. When she offered 
to assist in dispensing the Lord's 
Supper, however, her superiors 
balked. It was novel enough for ber 
to be admitted to the pulpit—-could 
they risk turning over the ministra- 
tion of the sacraments to her? 

The executive board of the Evan- 
gelical-Lutheran Synod of Hamburg 
addressed a questionnaire on this sub- 
ject to the other twenty-two synods 
of Germany.

to the Nationalist cause. 

In the decade before the World War 
the great industrial trusts were regarded 
by many as exercising an undue influence 
alike on government and industry. The 
Sherman antitrust law and other rigid reg- 
alatury legislation were the result. During 
the present decade fhe labor unions have 
become in many countries a menace to 
organized government. Formed for the pur- 
pose of bettering the conditions of the 
workers, they have drifted into politics, and 
what is worse, into revolutionary politics.

It i¢ admitted that the Bautmes jaws are 
not respoRsible for all the rout in crook- 
dom; for no law is effective without en- 
forcament officers.

ISTAKEN ZEAL 

Our legisiators at Sacramento prob- 
ably bave vo intention of vitally weakening 
the force of the program of the Crime 
Commission for reform of criminal pro 
cedure, but if they continue the piece- 
meal rejection of the essential points of 
that program this is precisely what they 
will do. All discerping persons who knuw 
anything. about the application and opeta 
tion of crinrinal law in California must re- 
gret Ahat the proposed amendment which 
would have permitted judges in criminal 
cases to comment upon the evidence in a 
way to enlighten‘jurors of their powers and 
privileges has been defeated by the Senate. 

Voting down of thig measure was a sad 
mistake. Its opponents seemed to have 
been actuated by the idea that it placed re- 
strictions upon a jury and gave the judge 
the privilege of suggesting to them what 
kind of verdict they should render. But 
the plain intent of the measure was noth- 
ing of the sort—it was rather to give the 
jury the benefit of practical judicial knowl- 
edge of the interpretation of the testimony 
before it and its enlightenment as to what 
is and what is not acceptable evidence in 
® court of law. 

By the rejection of this important 
measure juries in this State are deprived of 
the benefit of commmeénis by the trial court. 
Many points which the jyrors might like to 
have elucidated” will remain obscure to 
them. In the majority of cases a certain 
number of jurors will go to their rooms 
with ndthing like a clear idea of how’ the 
law applies to such evidence as they have 
before them, and in the future, as at pres- 
ent, false conclusions will be drawn and 
false judgments rendered. 

In considering this matter of what has 
been lost by the rejection of the measure, 
and in deploring the consehyuences of such 
loss, no reflection is made upon the intelli- 
gence of our jurors. There is a high aver- 
age of such intelligence in such bodies in 
California—hbigher, in fact, than is to be 
found in many other States. The men who 
drafted the program of the reform of crim- 
inal procedure fully appreciated the fact, as 
stated by De Tocqueville in his “Democracy 
in America,” that “the institution of the 
jury system raises the people ifself, or, at 
least, a class of citizens, to the bench of 
judges;” and there was no thought of tak- 
ing from this branch of the court one 
fota of prerogative. What was sought was 
not to rob a jury of power, but really to 
amplify its power by a fuller knowledge of 
the law than commonly is possessed by the 
lay. mind. 

A man taken from his shop or a woman 
from her hoygework naturally can have but 
a vague idea of what constitutes evidence 
in a court of law, and to listen to a mass 
of conflicting testimony and the more or 
less prejudiced arguments of attorneys re- 
garding it does not,-as a‘rule, add much 


point. Here is where a wise, impartial 
magistrate can give him valuable assistance, 
without in any way influencing bis judgment 
improperly or placing the defendaft in a 
position where he is less likely to receive 
full justice. 
What the Crime Commission set put to 
do for California by way of suppressing 
the criminal element has been widely and

IGHT FOR AIR LANES 

Installation by the government of lights 
on the air lanes, so that mail and other 
flyers may be guided at night, is progress- 
ing well in various parts of the country, 
with one exception; there seems to be a 
disposition to overlook the route between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco, already 
partially but incompletely lighted by the 
private efforts of the Pacific Air Transport. 
The beacons of the Los Angeles-San Fran- 
cisco system are now twenty-five miles 
apart, while the standard beacons the gov- 
ernment is installing are placed ten miles 
apart. The recent fatality on the latter 
route, in which two aviators were crushed 
in the fall of their plane, might not bave 
occurred, it is believed in air ‘circles, had 
there been more and better lights on the 
route. 

There is no reason to believe that the 
Los Angeles-San Francisco route is to be 
made the subject intentionally of an unfair 
discrimination. The efforts of the Pacific 
Air Transport, one of the aviation pioneers 
of the western coast, entitle it to full con- 
sideration, and it should not be required to 
maintain its own lighting system if and 
when the Federal government instalis sys 
tems for otber air-mail lines. 

The safety of navigation has, from time 
immemorial, been considered a proper care 
of government, and no new principle is in- 
volved when the government constructs and 
maintains light houses for the airways as 
it does for the seaways. Lighting of the 
Los Angeles to San Francisco air pathway 
with a standard beacon system should be

EL CENTRO.—Dr. H. S. Maxwell of this 
city has drafted a proposed ordinance which 
will be submitted to the county supervisors 
for approval.

“I believe that if a fair market price of 
26 cents to 40 cents a pound, according to

Great fluctuations in prices 
are detrimental to the industry. If the re- 
‘taller would co-operate on prices, patrons 
who have developed a taste for avocados 
could afford to gratify it instead of regard- 
ing it as a once-in-a-while luxury.” 


In commenting on the recently enacted 
law requiring an 8 per cent fat content 
for avocados, this same wholesaler said 
that while it may kéep some of the Florida 
varieties out of California. notably the

- “Much of this talk about the fat content 
of avocados,” he added, “is misleading, to 
say the least, for certainly the palatability 
of an avocado should count more than its 
percentage of fat. Besides, there is other 
food value in an avocado besides fat, for 
instance, protein, carbohydrates and ash. 
Doctors do not always prescribe the milk 
with the high fat content, for sometimes 
the patient requires milk solids other than 

“Regardless of all that is said about avo- 
cado . prices.” he concluded, “the old law 
of supply and demand will ultimetely rule, 
and this in spite of any price-fixing pro- 
gram that may come up.” 

Mr. Spinks himself has some pronounced 
views on the general subject of avocados. 
He says some of the real-estate dealers in 
avocado land are “misleading” the buying 
public as to possibilities of production and 
returns from an-aere of the fruit. “Tne 
public should bear in mind, he points out, 
that avocados are, generally speaking, far 
less prolific than citrus fruits. He declares 
that the sellers of ayocado land who, in 
re- their selling enthusiasm, compute _ statistics 
by basing returns on yields of isolated 
mature’ trees that are usually heavy 
producers, and hold out visions of peak 
pric@és per pound for fruit to the producer.

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This Grower Has Some Ideas of of the prewent aay. 
His Own About Avocados 


Sy ROBERT FT. 


HB avocado industry of Southern Callt- 
fornia is rapidly assuming large rpro- 
portions. According to recent reports, 

there are now around 4000 acres planted to 
this “butter fruit,” and the end is not yet. 
From a production stan t, the growth 
of the industry gives f for thought. The 
California Avocado Growers’ Exchange mar- 
keted 200,000 pounds of avocados in 1924, 
the first year of its existence. The follow- 
ing year it is said to have handled 300,000 
pounds, and in 1926, 500,000 pounds, 
comprising the larger part of the total crop 
produced in this section. Less than 100,000 
pounds, however, found their way outside 
the Los Angeles market, the first full car 
having rolled only recently, so it is easy to 
conceive of a much greater outlet for this 
nutritious fruit. And this will have to be 
found as the newly-planted acreage comes 
gradually into bearing. 


_.From a commefcial standpoint, ‘the avoca- 
do industry is still in its infancy. Although 
the plant was introduced into California ov- 
er seventy years ago, Tt was regarded for 
more than half century mainly as another 
novelty for the private gardens of the rich. 
As such it may be said to have remained 
until 1908, when W. A. Spinks of Duarte 
made the first commercial planting. 


As a pioneer of the Southland avocado 
industry, Mr. Spinks would seem to be in a 
good position to prognosticate its future 
possibilities, for he has not only been active 
as a grower during the entire commercial 
life of the industry, but is maintaining what 
is perhaps the largest acreage of the fruit 
in production in California at the present 
time. On his 500-acre estate one and one- 
failf miles north of Duarte, he has forty 
acres of avocados in bearing. Not all of 
these trees are “mature,” of course, for Mr. 
Spinks says the maturity of an avocado 
tree, strictly speaking, may be said to be 
from thirty to sixty years, an age to which 
only a very few individual trees in the 
Southland have as yet attained. 

The Spinks ranch has long been noted for 
its wonderful grove of “butter fruits,” al 
though ft has other attractions besides avo- 
«ados, being in fact famed as a show place. 
When Mr. Spinks took hold of the ranch 
twenty years ago he not only had an in-

He wanted to’ grow 
something different from the ordinary run 
of crops and yet something that would be 
worth while, and he chose the avocado. 


A SHOW PLACE 


In 1907, he employed Frank Fassel, a land- 
scape gardener, to put in the shrubbery and 
subtropical plants that today add so much 
to the beauty of the big ranch holding. He 
had traveled much in foreign lands and had 
seen in strange and out-of-the-way places 
trees and plants which he thought would 
add to the attractions of the place. The writ- 
er does not know of any other spot in South- 
ern California where so many rare sansa 
cals can be found. 


The grounds have been beautified by a se- 
ries of waterfalls and Iiily pools, while the

on the Spinks 


reservoirs used for irrigation have been 
transformed into small mirror lakes, lined 
with shrubs and trees from all parts of the 
world. The whole ranch is like a beautiful 
place lifted out of the tropics. 


In this fine collection may be found other 
things. the handsome flowering Natal plum, 
or Carissa, used in the making of jams and 
jellies; a bearing specimen of the Lychee 
Chinensis, or Chinese nut, said to be the 
only bearing tree of its species in this coun- 
try; the Queensland nut, or Macadamia ter- 
nifolia, a beautiful ornamental, bearing fine 
clusters of nuts; the Cedrus Deodara or 
Himalayan cedar; the Cedrus Libani or Ce 
dar of Lebanon; the Atlanticus or Mount 
Atlas cedar of Northwestern Africa; the sa 
cred rubber tree, Ficus religiosa, brought 
from Honolulu, and Ficus Australis, said to 
be the largest of all rubber trees grown in 
California. Among the choice subtropical 
fruits on the place are the white sapote, 
Casimiroa edulis, the cherimoya, the mango, 
the feijoa and an excellent collection of 
guavas, all growing as luxuriantly as in 
their native habitat. Then there is a cinna- 
mon tree and a host of others, some of them 
bearing edible fruit and all of them doing 
their bit to add to the lure of the place as 
ornamentals. Everything else in the way 
of plantings helps form a setting for the big 
avocado groves. 

HE’S SEEN CHANGES 


‘The avocado industry, says Mr. Spinks, 
has undergone many changes since its early 
inception; and what is true of the Spinks 
grove is true of all other early plantings 
where the grower has had no experience of 
his own or that of others to guide him. 
Probably the greatest difficulty, he says. 
was to select the best varieties to plant. 
Among the original plantings, the Harmon 
came in for a gtéat deal of attention, but | 
has passed out of the picture on the Spinks 
place, the Harmon trees having been top- 
worked over to other sorts. 


The variety problem is still a puzzling 
one, Mr. Spinks says, and he thinks that of 
the hundreds of varieties that have ap 
peared there is not one but has some fault. 
He goes down the list and points out the 
shortcomings of a great many, and he has 
given most of them a chance to make good 
on his own ranch. He is optimistic enough 
to believe, however, that better varieties 
will be “discovered/" or propagated in 
Southern California, and he has arranged his 
big planting to take advantage of that ex 
pected situation when it comes. He says 
he has planted the major portion of his 
grove to those varieties that seem to hiw to 
show the best tree growth, and which arr 
strong and vigorous. There, he plans, will 
be well adapted to top-working over to

tible material, the more valuable the feed. 
Some fiber is needed, of course, but it 
should not be expensive. Oats contain the 
greatest amount of crude fiber, 10.9 per 
cent; barley comes next with 4.6 per cent; 
but the difference in corn, wheat, kaffir and 
milo is very slight, running from 2 to 2.4 
per cent. 


Fat is valuable, but may be supplied 
through other sources. Corn contains the 
most—about. 5 per cent; oats come next 
and then kaffir, milo and wheat. With this 
informhation it should not be difficult for 
the poultryman to select grains that are 
cheapest and which yet have practically 
the same feed value. 


At harvest time, or immediately there- 


after, grain prices are usually lowest. Those 


poultry operators who can do sO may an- 
ticipate their needs sometimes for a year 
in adyance by purchasing in quantities at 
that time of year. Even the smaller poul- 
trymen can buy suitable grains in consid- 
erable quantities and save money if they 
but know the requirements of their hens 
and watch the grain prices. 


Might Treat the Cows 
for Halitosis 


In a recent issue of “Farm and Orchard,” 
University of California dairy authorities 
were quoted as advising dairymen that pro- 
nounced flavors noticed at times in milk are 
from the certain feeds and that if 


‘ strongly flavored feeds are withheld from 


the cows for five hours before milking no 
flavor will be noticable in the milk. T. C. 
Edington of Culver City, has this to say on* 
the s 33 

“Milk is contaminated by the breath of 
the cow passing over the milk streams while 
milking. especially if the cow is chewing her 
cud. If milking in the open, be sure the 
cow stands so the wind will blow from her 
tail toward her head. Do not let any other 
cow of the herd stand so her breath will 
blow over the milking pail while milking, 
and do not set a pail of fresh warm milk so 
the cow's breath will drift in or around it. 
If milking a cow in barn or shed, be sure the 
ventilating current of air is moving from 


her tail toward her head. This is the only 


precaution needefl to prevent the feed and 
grass taste in the milk and butter. Milk 
will also absorb other odors if they come in 
contact with the milk as it streams from 
teat to pail. 


“If the cow has had_no feed for a period 
of five hours, she is not likely to be chew. 
‘ing her cud and her breath is less likely to 
contaminate the milk while milking. 


_ “IT have milked cows through the lush 
grass season of spring and early summer and 
never have had a single batch of milk, 
cream or butter taste of the grass. Interest- 
ing facts along this line were offered by a 
California woman when alfalfa was first 
grown in the State. Everyone said she. 
could not feed alfalfa and have milk and 
butter uncontaminated by it. But she did 
and the history of her feeding and milking 
was published in-one of the Middle Western 
farm papers of that time. 

“Any good dairyman can soon find out 
for himself the points I have given and will 
have no trouble if he will but use proper 
care while milking.” 3

ago, there has been a general opinion that 
“Reds” could not be successfully raised in 
the valley. Another idea with which Mr. 
Goldfrank takes issue is that raising poultry 
for meat purposes is not a good business. 
Both these things are being well done at the 
Goldfrank ranch. 


A year ago, Mr. Goldfrank was employed 
at the poultry ranch at Universal City, as 
part of the Universal ranch, owned by Carl 
Laemmile. Desiring to branch out for him- 
self, he secured five acres of land and took 
with him, on his venture, Joseph Lenkes. 
also a Universal employee. He had a 
fixed determination to do something besides 
raise White Leghorn hens for eggs. 

Beginning in a small way, Mr. Goldfrank’'s 
business came to occupy all of the five acres 
and is now not confined to that. Every 
week he receives 800 Red baby chicks from 
Oregon, which are seventy-two hours old 
when they arrive. 

The brooding of these chicks is supervised 
by Mr. Lemkes. Before their arrival, the 
houses are cleaned, disinfected and warmed. 
Every precaution is taken to keep them free 
from any contamination. The feeding of the 
chicks is systematic and scié¢ntific and at 
eight weeks they go to the fattening bat- 
teries. 

Special houses, with cement floors, are 
built for this purpose and this work is ih the 
hands of another expert poultry man. All 
feed consumed is mixed on the place and 
stored in vermin-proof receptacles. 

At thirteen weeks the young fowls are 
ready for market and Mr. Goldfrank de- 
clares there is never an over supply. 

He attributes his success to certain 
things: first, a carefully selected source of 
supply for his stock; second, experimerita- 


tion and observation in feeding; third, sani- 


tation; fourth, constant expert supervision 
at every stage of brooding and. fattening.

A new use for avocados is suggested by A. 
F. Spawn, Los Angeles dehydrating expert 
an inventor of dehydrating equipment, who 
has recently been engaged in experiments 
looking to the preparation of the “butter 
fruit” as a flavoring for soups. In Mexico 
and Central America, native home of some 
of the finest varieties of the fruit, ripe avo- 
cados are sliced into soup at the table and 
are keenly relished in that form, according 
to Mr. Spawn, who believes that the evapo- 
rated product can be popularized in this 
country not only as a flavoring for soups but 
as a salad ingredient that can be easily and 
quickly prepared.

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Venice Summer Celery 
Ready to Move 


first cars of the 1927 crop are now ready to 
move. 

There are several unique interesting 
angles to this celery deal, which will com- 
prise around 600 cars to move from April 
to August. The cost of producing the 
Venice celery crop under such intensive 
methods is variously estimated to be from 
$1000 to $1350 per acre, including rental, 
which runs as high as $176 per acre per year 
in many cases. But yields are also extraor- 
dinary, averaging over 600 crates per acre 
and often higher. Prices receiyed, due to 
quality and season, are such that good 
profits are secured from the activity. 

This year, the American Fruit Growers. 
Ine., which has signed up 300 cars of celery 
in the district, has adopted new means of 
advising the national trade of the quality 
of the Venice product. With its regular 
monthly letter to the trade, this distributing 
organization has placed an attractive col- 
ored leaflet, giving information on the cur- 
rent condition of the crop, and a blotter 
carrying a typical field scene in the district. 

The playa del Rey cienaga, a continuation 
of the West Adams street market garden 
district, at the southwest edge of Los An- 
geles proper, is rich peat land. Im fact, 
“clenaga” is a Spanish word for swamp. 
There are only about 1500 acres in this sec- 
tion in condition to produce vegetables, and 
all_of these are not in shape for celery. 
However, as high as four crops a year are 
often taken from this land—one crop of 
celery planted in March and cut in May and 
three crops of spinach, for instance. ___. 

The celery plants are produced in green- 
houses in the district and during recent 
years a large number of establishments of 
this kind have been erected. Sonfe of these 


_ are privately owned and some are maintained | 


co-operatively by the growers. About 3300 
plants are required for an acre and they are 
set on both sides of a double row about ten 
or twelve inches apart. During the growing 
season they are fertilized very heavily and 
forced along as fast as possible.

Order “Book”

It is safe to say that no book which 
comes into the rural home is perused with 
more interest than the mail order cata- 
logue. It is no magazine nor periodical to 
he read and cast aside; it is a text book of 
up-to-date equipment, a family reference 
book, a handy manual informa 
thumbed industriously and often. 


To many a farm housewife it is an em- 
porium, a fashion guide. It is a department 
store, where she, umembarrassed by the as- 
siduity of the clerk who wishes to hasten 


her purchase, may choose at leisure, care-. 


fully foot up the cost of her tentative shop- 
ping, subject her purchases to wise revision, 
undisturbed by the psychologic urge of the 
professional salesman. I doubt if the com- 
pliers of these catalogues realize the pleas- 
ure they confer on women of igolatéd farms 
and ranches in thus making possible imagi- 
mary shopping. The mail order catalogue 
shares with the telephone and radio the hon- 
or of dispelling solitude, of bringing the dis- 
a into closer touch with metropoli- 
tan life 


Does the s wife wish to know the 
latest style in coiffure? She looks in the 
catalogue; does she wonder how to make 
Mary Ann's frock? She looks in the cata- 
logue. Does the kitchen stove work badly’ 
How much would a new one cost? She looke 
in the catalogue. Quite possibly her better 
half would not trouble to search in town for 
new ones and to ascertain prices. He 
doesn’t have to; she shows him what she 
wants in the catalogue, and if she shows it 
often enough—why, the new stove arrives. 


Much as the home economics agents do 
in the way of dispensing sweetness apd 
light, the mail order catalogues do more. 
They teach the housewife to save her time. 


The women’s magazines may urge her to 
spend hours of it fashioning her own clothes, 
and those’of her children. Many a woman 
on a ranch, instead of doing this, buys her 
clothes inexpensively, easily, and most sat- 
isfactory, and puts in her time far more 
profitably in working with poultry, or with 
fruit. Where is the use, she argues, in liv- 
ing in the country, if one must spend one's 
life indoors? Living in the twentieth cen- 
tury, being her husband's partner rather 
than his most treasured domestic, she pyts 
in time and intelligence in making the ranch 
successful—and buys the children’s frocks 
and overalls, and her husband's shirts and 
her own apparel. And, as like as not, she 
buys by mail, saving even the trouble of go- 
ing to town, And dad, knowing he can get

into upright crates. Roses, and other cut- 
flowers, as well as greens, are wrapped in 
wax papers, in small bunches, laid in rows 
in a light packing box which has been well 
lined with newspaper, the stems toward the 
center. A small compartment in the center 
is filled with ice, and the newspapers are 
lapped over the top. If the shipment is for 
some distance, say a two or three-day trip, 
heavy wrapping paper is put around the out- 
side of the light wood box, making it air- 
tight. Flowers of most sorts, packed in 
this manner; arrive in surprisingly fine con- 
dition, even in fairly hot weather. Violets, 
because of their short stems, have to be 
sprinkled thoroughly and do not carry so 
well. 

The Los Angeles flower market supplies 
most of the flowers to the florist shops in 
Arizona, New Mexico, Texas, Oklahoma, Ne- 
vada and Utah.

The eastern markets are very fond of our 
heather and up to the present, when the sea- 
son is practically over, we have been ship- 
ping quantities of this flowering shrub, 
which is such a valuable addition to the flor- 
ist’s stock.

ually enough; to know that the loss of a 
few bléssoms is negligible; to learn that 
the drooping blooms lift their heads very 
promptly, once they are plated in the water. 

Taken all together, the growers supplying 
the flowers that are dealt in on the market, 
répresent a good deal of acreage under cult! 
vation for flower production. Sometimes 
the flowers are from one of the small com- 
mercia) gardens that frequently dot our hill- 
sides, for the Japanese gardener knows that 
a sheltered bit of ground can be made to 
produce heavy yields of sweetpeas, mari- 
golds, stocks or the like. Again, they may 
be from more extensive fields, out toward 
Montebello, or from some district nearer 
the beach. There is hardly a highway along 
which one can drive a few miles without see- 
ing fields of some kind of flowers bcing 
grown for market. The varieties grown de- 
pend“upon the type of soil in. that particu- 
lar locality and other general conditions. 

Great as the volume of the flower busi- 
ness handled in the. markets along Wall! 
Street has come to be, it dees not begin to 
represent the total yield from Southern Call- 
‘fornia commercial gardens. There are a 
number of companies (a few of them en- 
gaged in genera! nursery production) that 
grow their own flowers and sell them direc® 
to the buying public through their own re 
tall shops. In many cases they have certain 
customers whom they supply with stock 
and, very often, they do considerable ship 
ping. Their growing may include green- 
house as well as field production, as it does 
with the firm of Howard & Smith, one of 
the oldest and most widely known of such 
com panies. 

One thing seems quite evident—-Southern 
California is furnishing a constant and 
bountiful supply of lovely flowers for a far- 
reaching market.* Not only is the demand 
from neighboring States, where it is impos- 


- sible to raise them successfully for commer- 


cial purposes, a heavy one, but it requires 
a very extensive production to meet the 
need of home consumption. We live sur- 
rounded by blooming plants and vines and 
trees, but we are just as good patrons of 
the florist shop as the people who have 
practically no other means of securing 
them. 

All of this must not be construed to mean 
that commercial flower-growing necessarily 
offers any great inducements to the average 


man looking about for a new business ven-— 


ture. It is not simple as it sounds, and 
while this year been one which pro- 
duced iarge and very high-quality crops, ft 
has also been one where the supply almost 
amounted to a glut, and prices, as a rule, 
have not been as satisfactory as.in somé 
lighter years. In speaking of the present 
situation, |. Takemura, manager of the 


Southern California Flower Market, declared 
that he thought the increased acreage under 
production had gone beyond the point justi- 
fied by the demand. General economic con- 
ditions all over the country are reflected 
in this business as well as in any other and 
flowers come under the head of luxuries.

W orld’s Record 


A new world’s record for butter fat pro- 
duction has been credited 
Abbekerk, a purebred Hol 
by Mrs. Fred Stenzel of San Lorenzo. On a 
seven-day, strictly official test this mature 
cow is said to have produced 40,392 
pounds of butter fat from 567.1 pounds of 
milk, or the equivalent of 50.49 pounds of 


butter. The remarkable record is reported* 


to have been made under rigid supervision. 

“Never before,” said M. H. Gardner, su- 
perintendent of Advanced Registry of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
“Has there been such strict supervision of a 
test, no expense having been spared in safe- 
Three supervisors were 
on the job, and the test was also inspected 
by Professor William Regan of the Dairy 
Husbandry Department of the University of 
California College of Agriculture, as well as 
by a representative from the Advanced 
Registry ‘office. 

The new record holder freshened at the 
age of five years and three days. Her sire 
is King Segis Alcartra Abbekerk and her 
dam is Pansje Nig Alcartra Prilly. She was 
bred by the Bridgeford Holstein Company of 
Patterson, and after being sold to her pres- 


- ent owner made a senior two-year-old record 


of 26.09 pounds of butter in seven days, and 
a apenior three-year-old record of 37.28 


pounds of butter fat_from 567.1 pounds of 


- milk in a seven-day period. During her last 


test as a five-year-old she was fed from three 
to three and one-half pounds at each feeding 
of a mixture proportioned at 100 pounds 
oats, 100 pounds bran, 100 pounds linseed oil 
meal, 25 pounds soy bean meal, 25 pounds 
cottonseed meal, 125 pounds dried molasses 
and beet pulp, five pounds salt and three 
pounds of mineral. In addition to being a 


world record performer at the pail, this cow 


is said to possess excellent breed type, hav- 
ing stood fourth In the aged cow class at the 
Pacific Slope Dairy Show, and having, with 
her full sister, one year younger, made up 


the first prize produce of dam at the same 


show.

The roselle plant grows to a 
from three to five feet and under 
produces innumerable pods.

First, let us consider the artichoke, whose 
spiny exterior hides a heart of exceeding 
tenderness. It is not too late to plant this 
vegetable, and in the coastal districts, it 


will d@extremely well. Commercial plant- 
@ngs of this crop are limited strictly to the 


central coast valleys of California in which 
close to 10,000 acres are planted. oases 


For the artichoke, one should select the 
richest soll in the garden, the heavy, yet 
well-drained type being preferable. If there 
is not sufficient space for a plot given over 
solely to this, vegetable, it can be planted 
along the fent® row, and will serve as an or 
namental hedge. 


The artichoke is propagated from suck- 
ers or shoots selected from heavy producing 
parent plants. These can be secured at 
seed houges or nurseries, or taken up from 
plants in neighbors’ gardens. These suck- 
ers have a part of the root attached, and 
the stems should be cut back about one-half 


and the root set firmly in the sofl, but not 


covered too deeply. Im fact, the best way 
to handle such plants, when one does not 
want soil in the crown of the plant, is to 
make a hole about eight inches deep, set 
the root of the plant in, cover it over about 
four inches deep, then fill the remainder of 
the hole with sawdust or shavings, after it 
has been filled with water a couple of times, 
and allowed to dry down. 


APHIS LIKE “CHOKES” 


Set the plants about six feet apart in 
the row. Six good plants, well cared for, 
will be enough for the average garden. Sub- 
sequent care consists largely of regular irri- 
gation, fertilization, and, chief of all, 
spraying with Black Leaf forty for aphis. 
This pestiferous insect is very fond of arti- 
choke foljage, and ig nearly always on the 
fob 


The Italian growers who produce this 
vegetable commercially, cut back the tops in 
June so that the plants will come out again 
and produce winter buds. This is a good tip 
for the home gardener, for it is a way to 


get a new winter vegetable. The artichoke 


should be cut, back once a year, anyhow. 


Did you ever hear of the Kohlrabi? Con- 
trary to many first impressions, this name 
cannot be found in any ecclesiastical order. 
It is a vegetable, and a mighty fine one. The 
Kohirabi is unfortunate in the fact that it 
is very much out of shape and generally 
know as “funny looking.” It is ordinarily 
classed as a turnip, as are all the Brassicas 
grown for their fleshy parts, but the flavor 
is much like the heart of the common cab- 
bage. At has a swollen stem, above ground, 
usually about two or three inches in diame- 
ter. This plant does best on double rows, 
made not too high. The seed can be sown 
either in drills on these ridges, or broad- 


cast in a flat, the plants being transplanted — 


later about four inches apart on the double 
rows. Subsequent care will be mainly in 
the way of regular cultivation and irrigation.

GROWING JELLY 
Then there is roselle, or jelly plant. Per 


haps the writer errs in classing it with veg 
-. etables——it is diso used as a fiber plant in 


India. The roselle is the hibiscus subdarif- 
fa, but that need not worry the reader. It is 
related to okra and several other cultivated 
plants. The fleshy calyces of the pods are 
used for jelly making, and while it has nev- 
er been produced on a large scale in

teresting plant are not limited. It does well 
on any type of soll that is well drained and 
kept open and friable. As the roots have a 
tendency to penetrate to greater depths than 
most of the ordinary gardén crops. deep 
working of the soil is necessary. Fertiliz- 
ers can be used if the soil is in poor shape. 
Barnyard manure is not recommended, but 
commercial fertilizers containing potash are 
suitable to its needs. Excess ammonia in 
the soil tends to develop the plant stems 
and foliage at the expense of the pods. 
Local conditions favor the seeding of ro 
selle in the open, early in April. Methods 
of planting and spacing vary. Some grow- 
ers recommend planting four feet apart in 


rewe ein feet soroee. Thte methed 

for the plants. Mow- 
ever, as the calyces surrounding the seed 
pod sre the pdértions to be «utilised, culture 
should be based upon the best develep- 
ment of the pode. With such an idea i 
mind, seed should ‘Be drilled in rows four 
feet across, and the plants thinned to two 
feet apart later. It is cultivated between 
rows, just as is sweet corn or any of the 
field crops. Planted in April, the pods cam 
be harvested in Angust and September. 

The roselle is a drought-resistant plant, 
and for best results, water should be ap- 
plied sparingly. as too much moisture usu- 
ally promotes a rank growth of foliage, with 
few flowers or fruits. Some growers recom- 
mend that the plants receive no water at 
all after they are well along, so that the 
pods will develop more fully. 


And now for its uses. It makes a cooling 
drink, jam, jelly, sauces, and a coloring stb- 
stitute. In comparing it with the cranberry, 
chemists say that it contains practically the 
same constitutents, in the same proportions. 
Australia exports yearly to Europe a great 
quantity of “Queensland jelly” made from 
the roselle plant. 


In preparing the.roselle for cooking, pick 
off the pods at the axil of the leaf and cut 
off the stem and the basal. end of the calyx 
to where the seed pod isunited with the 
calyx. Then a slight pressuré will force out 
the seed pod. Boll the calyces until they 
are soft, and strain through a sieve or a 
coarse cloth: To each pint of juice so ob- 
tained add oné@half pint of sugar and boil 
again until it jells. There are many reci 
for satices and jams, and other dishes w 
suggest themselves to the housewife. The 
usefulness of the roselle as a food product, 
and the beauty of its foliage and cream-cél- 
ored blossoms, should win for ft a place fn 
every home garden. Of course nobody will 
attempt to grow roselle unless considerable 
space is available—nor okra either, for that 
matter. The latter plant, favored by those 
who come from south of the Mason and Dix- 
on line, is easy to grow here. The cultural 
requirements are much the same as those of 
roselle. April is the best planting month 
.for both of these plants, and one should al- 
ways sow the seed in moist, fairly rich soil, 
after the seed has been soaked overnight. 
Okra will require more frequent applica- 
tions of water than. roselle. White Velvet. 
or Dwarf Green are good okra sorts. 


While not all of the “neglected dozen” 
have been covered in this article, others 
may be considered later on. Any or all of 
these discussed here may be planted now 
with a likelihood of successful fruition.

Mr. Heiny has done a great deal of work 
with figs, an@ has spent considerable time 
in.the propagation of Capri figs in particu- 
lar. e believes the Smyrna fig is weil 
ada commercially to production in the 
Im 1 Valley, because it is pogsible here 
to produce fruit at out-of-season times of 


the year. He has ripened Smyrna figs in. 


December, February and April. He is car- 
rying on experiments with about twenty 
varieties of Smyrna and Adriatic figs now 
and says that in the valley climate it is 
possible to produce seven generations of 
fig wasps (Blastophaga psenes) within 
Capri figs in a single season. He has 
shipped some of his fig wasps to Texas and 
Georgia fig growers for colonization pur- 


poses there. 


Stone fruit trees have never been long 
lived in the Imperial Valley, but Mr. Heiny 
believes that their lives may be prolonged 
if satidfactory root stocks can be found.

sistank Only those varieties of . stone 
fruits which do not need frost during the 
year’s cycle, he thinks, are practical in the 
Imperial Valley. 

Citrus fruits, naturally, have received 
much attention at the hands of this Impe- 
rial Valley horticulturist, and in growing 
them also he has paid particular attention 
to root stocks. He has tested out Bitter 
Seville, rough lemon, sweet orange and 
sweet lemon for this purpose. He is grow- 
ing thirty-four varieties of citrus fruits in 
his “sunken gardens.” Oranges are dif- 
ficult. He says that Washington navels 
bear light crops in the valley, and that 
Valencias bear so early that they compete 
with navels elsewhere. However, he is 
confident that a type of orange inmay be 
evolved that will make orange pr: duction 
in the desert commercially profita ple. 


PLANTS DATE SEEDS 


_ He has a grapefruit grove, the trees inter- 
planted with date palms, the latter for the 
protection of the grapefruit trees from 
wind and too much sunshine. He is in- 
tensely interested in date culture. In 1904 
he began planting date seeds. The com- 
mercial date grower, of course, would be 
foolish to spend the time needed in grow- 
ing date seedlings, and should depend on 
offshoots from proven trees. Mr. Heiny 
thinks that for experimental purposes seed- 
lings are full of possibilities. One he has 
developed is proving a valuable tree, pro 
ducing fruit of unusually good quality. The 
artificial pollination of date blossoms has 
provided Mr. Heiny with a field for many 
experiments. 

He has not confined himself to fruit trees 
altogether., He has succeeded in growing 
two crops of milo maize in a year. It was 
his belief that two crops of asparagus could 
be cut in one year that has resulted in a 
general practice in “grass” culture in the 
valley of cutting both in the spring and in 
the fall.

realized vividly this year.. The result has 
been a concerted movement to conserve 
the remnants of the floral host which met 
the pioneers of the Gold Rush days, and 
has been steadily on the wane since then. 
This sentiment was expressed in the recent 
Festival of Wildflowers held on the foot- 
hills east of Arvin. It €ae-the wish of the 
citizens’ committee sponsoring the event 
to add another to the list of notable out- 
door festivals of Califorgia, apd to assure 
preservation of the fowerts from total ex- 
tinction. 

The Tehachapi foothills and the adja- 
cent plains have long been known 
mous flower fields, but of recent years have 
been nearly bare of floral beauty: The 
succession of dry years and the encroach- 
ment of the farmer with irrigation. for 
crops only have combined to discourage 
the flowers. This spring the time and 
amount of rainfall have been ideal not 
only for cattlemen and dry farmers, but 
for the patiently waiting. long dormant 
wildflower roots. and seeds. -They have 
burgeoned in glory, throwing a careless, 
ecstatic covering of beauty over every 
<ranny, and spreading over open spaces 
such as those east of Arvin a pied mantle 
hundreds of acres broad and long. 

Twenty4ive thousand persons attended 
Kern County’s first festival of wildfiow- 
ers on March 13. It was a typical Califor- 
nia holiday, for it was held under the op- 
en sky and it spread over scores of acres 
of ground. The Gay itself was typically 
‘alifornian, for it was compounded of mol- 
‘en gold and heavenly blue. Still more 
t¢pically Californian was the sight the fes- 
fival participants motored magy miles to 
tee. No other State is capable of such 
consistent extravagant production as was 
seen in the solid masses of faming pop 
pies, the unchecked swell of lypin-seas, the 
white surge of wild forget-menots climb- 
ing nearly to snow-line of the Tehachapi 
mountains which formed a background to 
(-e seene. To say nething of lesser reds. 
‘-llows, golds and purples; covering mere 
city blocks here and there, until they faded

As far up 
the mountainside as a car could pull, and 
where no roadways go, tiny dots of human- 
ity were visible struggling upward to glow- 
ing poppy patches that flaunted their love- 
liness just out of reach. and so were far

more tempting than the acres upon acres 
of golden bloom covering the valley floor. 

It seems incredible that so many thou- 
sands of attemobiles could gather in one 
locality with so little confusion either of 
parking or of leaving the grounds at the 
end of the day. A constant stream of cars 
traveled the new Bear Mountain Highway 
from Arvin, where it joins the Weed Patch 
highway, and, in turn, the State Highway 
north of the Ridge Route. Traffic officers 
and citizems patrolled the highway and 
parking places, and each motor was placed 
in a position easy to quit at any time. 

Although all these cars were parked in 
the midst of the flower-strewn spaces, 
there. was surprisingly little damage. 
Whereas the fields might have presented 
the similitude of a region devastated by 
a locust army, the only serious evidence 
of destruction was in the tempofary roads 
branching from the highway, and these 
tracks were kept to a minimum. Thus the 
possible objectionable feature of such a 
fiesta was obviated. 

Next year flower-lovers from Southern 
California may motor to the festival coun- 
try by a new road, which is at the same 
time a very old road. Where the famous 
White Wolf Grade crossed the Tehachapis 
in the old days of the horse-drawn stage 
coaches, a new highway is now in process 
of construction. What a _ breath-taking 
sight it must have been, those springs 
when migratory easterners crossed the 


jmountains in Concord coaches, to drop 


down the grade to the foot of Bear Moun- 


‘tain and see the purple, misty expanses of 


the San Joaquin Valley illumined so far as 


eye could reach with flowers growing 
‘shoulder high! 


When attendant horse- 
men, trampling the floral jungle beside the 
road, arrived at Rose Station with their 
beasts’ sides smeared with the gaudy paini 
of crushed blossoms. 


Work Proceeding 


Werk on this new version of White 
Wolf Grade is now proceeding from eith- 
er terminal; at Bear Mountain ranch on 
Tehachapi highway, and just outside Ar- 
vin. From the valley end, the road has 


‘been graded and leveled to the foot of the 


mountains, transversing the country where 
the motorists dispersed. themselves on 
wild-flower festival day. 

The road up the mountain slopes, ac- 
cording to J. R. Thornber, Kern county en. 
gineer, will be exceptionally wide for a 
mountain road, for this highway is destine | 
as a hew commercial outlet for the San Joa- 
quin Valley to the south! There will be no 
sharp curves. Kern county has appropriat- 
ed $25,000 for the highway, and should this 
prove insufficient, State ai@ has been tenta 
tively promised by the California Highway 
Commission. 

Kern county lies, it may be explained, at 
the southern extremity of California's great 
It fills all the narrow tip of 
the valley and even spreads over the 
ranges of mguntains on the east and 
south, and over the western hills. So 
always, outdoors in Kern county, 
one sees mountains somewhere, a purple 
background for whatever feast of beauty 
the season spreads. 
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East of Arvin, an agricultural community 
twenty miles southeast of Bakersfield, the 
mountains draw near with few preliminary 
foothills, The plains roll for about seven: 
miles from the villace to Bear Mountain, 
which rises to a height of 4000 feet from 
the valley floor. The Tehachapi rapce. of’ 
which Bear is one, forms an amphitheater 
about this lovely country rapidly being ded- 
icated to the growing of early fruits, ‘grain, 
cotton and diversified farm crops. 


Great View 


At Arvin, through late February, March 
and April, the beauty-seeker has had & mem- 


orable view this year. Facing the moun- 


tains, sprinkled with snow down to the lev- 
el where tity flowers meet white with their 
own spotless drifts, one has on the far left 
the Edison country, intensively cultivated 
for fruit, oranges being the major crop.

Often these rigor are not enough; the 
cholla cactus, one needle of which has 
been known to drive ores to fury, is 
packed about their chests, or yet again, 
the Penitentes walk across these with 
their bare feet, or fling the branches of 
needles on their backs. The cholla needles 
are long and malignant; they stick in the 
fiesh as if barbed and burn like fire, work- 
ing their way inward where they cause 
pustules. Imagine many of these needles 
in one’s flesh! And yet the Penitentes, 
with zealous cries, continue their way to 
the place selected as el Calvario, all their 
pain subjugated by their religious fanati- 
cism. 

Amid loud lamentation, the pilgrim 


tourists, of strangers, has either driven, it 
farther into the hills or made the members 
of the brotherhood less concerned with the 
power of the organization. 

Undoubtedly, tourists have beheld the 
Penitente miniature crosses erected along 
some highWays as they have ridden over 
the rough, dirt roads in the neighborhood 
of the colonies. Piles of rocks hold these 
crosses upright. They are some three feet 
high. 

But the passing of the Holy Week 
marks the cessation of their ceremonfes 
and of their greatest activity. During the 
rest of the entire year, they are peaceful 
people who carry on their meager farming.

Adhesions 

We have oftda written about the effects 
of surgery, especially the useléss, disease 
treating type of surgery. 

Concerning its relationship to various dis- 
eases, the technique of the surgery Involved, 
the after-effects and so on, we have written 
very frequently. 

There ts one aspect of surgery in general 
which is seldom taken into consideration. 
That is the adhesions ‘usually occurring 
after an operation. 3 

Ordinarily, one organ is separated from 
the other in the abdomen by membranous 
tisaue called the peritoneum. The external 
surfaces of these tissues cannot adhere in 
good health. 

When the surgeon cuts portions of these 
tissues he is compelled to leave surfaces 
which usually do not come into contact, 
These adhere, sometimes grow together 
very firmly, distort function ad prevent the 
normal processes occurring. 

We then have the very painful adhesions 
for which one must sometimes undergo a 
second operation to break them up.

‘CARE OF THE CHILD 
Stubbornness 


To a large extent the entire subject of 
child health is intimately related to disci- 
pline, obedience and system. In no realm 
is lack of discipline so easily evidenced as 
in health. 


To enforce sane diet with a child when he 
has already been spoiled by the host of con- 
coctions such as ice cream, cakes, pastries, 
candies and chocolates is a difficult task. 
Nevertheless it is not impossible. 


It is a question of will-power, “stick-to-tt- 
iveness” and common sense. 

To quote a few fllustrations: 

A child is accustomed to having a piece 
of candy before he will go to bed. “He just 
won't go to sleep without it,” mother moans. 

She fears to take it away even though 
she knows it is injuring his health. She 
dreads the fuss and the cry which will fol- 
low. It is easiest to give in, and thus he 
gets his piece of candy before he will retire. 


Mother’s Weakness 


‘Few mothers seem to realize that their 
child's stubbornness ts an indication of their 
own weakness. 

A child is accustomed to having a piece 
he knows there is firm yet fair resistance 
against his unreasonable wishes. 

Children are tyrannical. Ethics have not 
grown upon them. They seek every advan- 
tage they can get. 

Stubbornness is merely an outcropping of 
the mother’s weaknesses in her handling of 
discipline. 

Given an illustration such as this, there is 
no alterative but to take the candy away 
and let him cry it out. Two, three or four 
occasions such as these will quite suffice to 
let him know that his stubbornness will get 
him nowhere.

The same stubbornness is manifested in 
many other angles of diet... 

The “I d’wanna’s” are very prominent in 
the child's vocabulary. He doesn’t want this 
and he doesn’t want that. He does want 
this and he does want that, and lets you 
know his likes and dislikes very em- 
phatically.

Discipline 

When a mother seeks to train her child 
toward a definite dietetic schedule, there is 
only one way to do it. 

Put the food on the table—nothing more. 
Leave the room. If he eats it, well and 
good. If he doesn’t, calmly, quietly, yet 
firmly inform him that the next meal takes 
place at such and such a time. 

Oh, I know the quavering dowbts which go 
through the mother’s consciousness. The 
thought of her little one’s being hungry is a 
fierce torture. She conjures every sort of 
picture. She undergoes ten-fold the suffer- 
ing the child does when he misses a meal. 

Wait two, three, or if necessary, four or 
five meals. He will come through. I have 
never yet seen a child who did not. 

But let this all be done without hysterics, 
without the mental or physical wringing of 
the hands and the suffering, agonizing look 
of martyrdom in which so many mothers en- 
velope themselves as a token of their weak- 
ness.

Although there are many ways of differ- 
entiating the various ailments affecting the 
stomach and digestive system, yet in a 
broader sense they are all alike.

What is an ulcer? 

From this same broad understanding, an 
ulcer is a well developed stage of the 
chronic inflammation which occurs in the 
digestive system when we do not know how 
to eat wisely. 


The above letter asks whether thestrouble 
is due to gas. 

How fe gas formed, and where Goes it 
come from? 

Gas is a by-product of fermentation, due 
to the abnormal action of the juices inside 
the digestive cavity and to the poor foods. 
we eat. 

Suppose I were to insist that a human be 
ing live in a room filled with the foul, toxic 
gases present in the digestive cavity. What 
would happen? 

Life very speedily would become intoler- 
able. 

Yet, imagine inside of yourself a room sev- 
eral inches in diameter—we call it the stom- 
ach. It is filled with similar gases from 
which there is no escape twenty-four hours 
per day. 

What is the inevitable result? | 
- Every body is as strong as its weakest 
part. There are certain portions of the 
stomach weaker than others. These bear 
the brunt of the inflammatory process. The 
infammation in this area becomes more 
acute than in any other region. We have 
this slow onset of the characteristic ulcer. 

One of the symptoms of ulcer is the con- 
stant gnawing sensation when food is not in 
the stomach. | 

Usually associated with an ulcer we find 
a serious, chronic inflammation of the entire 
mucous membrane. The whole internal sur- 
face of the stomach walb is red, angry, en- 
gorged and inflamed. Huge quantities of 
hydrochloric acid, particularly, are secreted. 

When such undue proportions of hydro- 
chioric acid come in contact with the raw 
area of the ulcerated surface, considerable 
pain occurs. This is relieved only when 
the hydrochloric acid is used to digest food- 
stuffs. 

Therefore, even a smal!-quantity of food is 
usually the only method of immediate relief. 

This writer questions the use of gas elimi- 
nators. 

Of all the senseless, useless methods of 
interfering with an abnormal process, it 
seems to me the so-called gas eliminator 
takes the first prize. 

If the public understood their general ac- 
tion, it would not be so ready to consume 
them in such huge quantities. 

There is only one way to eliminate gas 
and that is to permit it to escape through 
its natural channels. 

Instead, these so-called gas eliminators ac- 
complish no such purpose. Consisting, as 
they usually do, of soda or one of its numer- 
ous compounds, they chemically combine 
with the hydrochloric acid of the stomach, 
forming an inorganic salt, sodium chloride. 

Temporarily there is relief but the irritant 
effect of the sodium chloride is infinitely 
worse than the disease itself. Suppression 
instead of cure is accomplished.

7h doesn’t particularif matter whether we 
feel any symptoms, the common signs of 
ailments. 

“The X-ray doesn’t lie.” This is forced 
down the throats of unwilling victims and 
unfamiliar as they are with their own 
bodies, they are compelled to accept such an 
arbitrary biased statement. 

_ The X-ray reveals disease as ulcer or pus 
pockets in the tooth cavity. It is not the 
tooth which has a pus ‘pocket, notwithstand- 


‘ing common understanding to that effect. It 


is the socket of the jaw that contains the 
pus. 

The tooth may be perfectly sound, func- 
tioning normally, giving adequate service, 
and as described in the above letter, quite 
“friendly” indeed. 

But the medical “bugotobia” appears tran- 
scendent. 

Pus pockets exist! Horrors! The pus 
may become disseminated throughout the 
body and be responsible for a vicious train 
of ailments—heart disease, rheumatism, 
arthritis, et cetera. More horrors! And of 
course, what is the most likely way of get- 
ting rid of the pus pockets? Ask the mod- 
ern dentist. He will tell you. Remove the 
teeth and he will build you an excellent 
plate! 

I wonder how many people are familiar 
with the fact that pus abscesses can also 
exist in the head? They exist in thé lungs, 
in the spleen, in the pancreas, in the stom- 
ach, in the liver, in the intestines, and in the 
uterus. 

Next time you feel a bit out of sorts, dis- 
cover a pus pocket somewhere in your 
anatomy. Then follow the logical conclin- 
sion that the dentists follow. If you have a 
pus pocket in the head, visit your surgeon.

How does the avocado compare in food 
value with butter or peanut butter and also 
what vitamines does it contain, if any? Any 
other information that you can give on this 
subject will be appreciated. ; 

The retail price of avocados in Los An- 
geles is usually about sixty cents per pound 
which is high compared with butter becanse 
of skin and pit which are fully 25 per cent 
of the weight of the avocado and are wholly 
waste. A READER. 


This communication is an illustration of 
how we confuse values. 

To compare an avocado with butter is to 
contrast two dissimilar classes of foods. The 
avocado is a fruit; butter is a dairy product. 
One is of plant origin, the other of animal 
origin. 

Their properties are diverse and should 
bear no more contrast in values than the 
power of a steam engine with a jack rabbit. 

Butter has its place in the dietary. So 
has the avocado. 

Merely because its fats and oils are 
measured in contrast with butter-fat values 
gory with butter. 

From the viewpoint of aon health and 
precautions against adulteration and. pollu- 
tion, the avocado is “head over heels” su- 
perior to butter. 

Butter may be adulterated and polluted in 
a dozen different ways by unscrupulous 
dairy concerns. Its vitamines may be de- 
@ stroyed easily, its casein coagulated, its min- 
eral salts precipitated. 

This is not true of the avocado. I know 
of no other way it is consumed except in 
its natural state- 

The avocado does not stand chemical ost 
lution, artificial adulteration, extraction or 
addition. It must be eaten in the form in 
which it grows. Consequently, it is a safe 
food at all times. 

When the healing arts become aware of 
the excellent flesh-building properties of the 
avocado without any negative reactions, I 
feel quite confident that its sale will be just 
as large throughout the United States as the 
orange or the apple. , 

I look forward to the day when the avo- 
cado will be sold for ten or fifteen cents per 
pound—a sane price for beth consumer and 
producer—the same as any other popular 
fruit.

This correspondent asks about the value # 


of osteopathic treatment. 
I unhesitatingly indorse it but perhaps 


from a different aspect than she under- — 


stands. By osteopathic treatment, I do not 
necessarily mean the manipulation of the 
joint itself but rather the correction of 
spinal defects, thus releasing a free flow of 
nerve force to the diseased area. 

The theory behind both osteopathic and 
chiropractic treatment is not so much the 
local results as the increase in systemic 
health, thus reflecting better in local condi- 
tions. 

A good osteopathic treatment would be 
directed to increase the nerve_force and in- 
vigorate the arterial supply and venous 
drainage to the affected area. 

As relates to direct motion of the joint 
itself, it would be a better policy to indulge 
in very mild movements to begin with, 
gradually increasing them within the limits 
of pain; that is, stopping just short of pain- 
ful symptoms. 

Local massage and hydrotherapy are of 
considerably more importance than move- 
ments. 

I would recommend a series of alternate 
hot and cold paeks, vigorous upward mas- 
sage of the affected joint and a liberal daily 
exposure to sunlight. 

Such a general procedure, backed, of 
course, by the correction of the fundamental 
dietetic cause, will do more than any other

His proclamations have the flavor 
of being translated from English into Chi- 
nese. But he is considered a very useful 
servant of the Nationalist movement, and 


faithful in obeying the mind of its control- 


lers. 
Soong told me when I was in Canton the 
basis of the Nationalist position, 

“China demands,” he said, “that the world 
admit our. complete mastery in our own 
house, all treaty grants made by our weak 
past governments notwithstanding. We pro- 
pose that the disputes over foreign-governed 
territories and foreign-owned properties in 
our country be settled on the basis of such 
generosity as a landowner might grant an 
intruder who had built on his land and had 


been allowed to remain there many years 
unmolested.” 


The Powers, including America, in spite 


of their conciliatory talk, still stand on the 
position that China thust remain in effect 
their ward until she has demonstrated ‘ther 
international coming of age by (1) unifica- 
tion, (2) by inclination and ability to protect 
foreign life and property, (3) the provision 
of modern and honest machinery of justice, 
payments on all foreign 


Meanwhile Foreign Minister Chamberlain, 
Secretary of State Kellogg and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Shidehara announce their 
willingness to conclude new pacts providing 
a@ gradua) termination to China’s “Period of 
Wardship,” imposed since the Opium war 

To the main issue, complete abrogation of 
the old status, demanded by the Chinese 
Nationalists, no power has yet assented. 
President Coolidge and his Secretary of 
State, on the contrary, have made it plain 
that America has no intention to assent to 
sweeping into oblivion the existing treaties. 


Iti generally understood among under- 
officials of the State Department that our 
“irreducible minimum” in new negotioaions 
would be a period during which joint Chi- 
‘nese-foreign courts would judge our citi- 
zens. A precedent exists in Siam, where the 
United States gave up extraterritorial 
rights in 1921 .on condition that Americans 
be tried before special courts consisting of 
Siamese and foreign judges, the latter ap- 
pointed by the Slamese king from a list of 
nominees supplied by us. 


I asked Alfred Sze, the Chinese Minister 
at Washington, if the Siamese scheme would 
satisfy the new China. 


“Absolutely not!” was ‘his repiy. “We 


have with one bound*shaken off our ward- 


ship and assumed control of our inheritance, 
and it is to be hoped the Powers will not be 
too stupid or stubborn to recognize it. We 
are determined to go on with our program 
to put an end to all foreign special privi- 
leges in China. If the foreigner wants to 
keep up the polite conventionalities of so- 
clety and bow his way out, we shall be very 
pleased and giad_ to welcome him when he 
calls on a different status. If he igsists 
‘upon sticking to his seat and reiterating his 
right to stay, we shall have to put him out. 
The foreigner in China is trying to see to 
day's show . on ‘yesterday's admission 
ticket.” 

It all goes back to the Chineseargument: 

“You don't have to negotiate with a thief to 
get him out of your heuse.” This argument, 
which was first used against the Japanese 
in Shantung, is now revived in widespread 
use against all foreign “vested interests” in 
China, British and American in particular. 
Remembering Turkey's example, the Chi- 
nese add “—especially if you are big enough 
to throw him out!” 

But there is another side to thé question; 
and this is what is swaying the foreign of- 
fices of the powers. While the original con- 
cessions may have been from the 
Chinese by shady means, yet there are huge 
interests which have been built ap by per- 
fectly legitimate means and which will be 
subjected to huge. losses if privileges are 
taken away. 

The “intruder,” in the Chinese house has 
been permitted by the lethargic and per- 
haps over-hospitable householder to remain 
in bis house under special guarantees, liv- 
ing and working there in good faith, feed- 
ing himself and materially enriching his

Such ts the situation in a metaphor. The 
reader can see there is much more involved 
in securing just treatment to our American 
community in China than Secretary Kel- 
logg’s proposal to “put them all on ships and 
take them to Manila,” now modified by 
President Coolidge’s more considered advice 
to Americans to stay by their proprerties. 

The British now offer to give up their con- 
cessions in Hankow and and Tientsin. Their 
real offer is to turn the concessions into 
“settlements” like Shanghai—the difference 
being that concessions belong to one na 
tion and settlements are governed interna- 
tionally, giving Chinese residents thereof a 
slight say in their administration. 


The Chinese have seized the Hankow con- 
cessions, and have shown they can take 
those at Tientsin any time. Are they go- 
ing to consent to the creation of several 
more Shanghais? That was what Japah 
proposed at Tsingtdo, but the Chinese re- 
fused, and Japan finally got out. 

Dr. Chen, Peking’s minister to London, 
said to me the other day: “We are going to 
proceed with our program and expect noth- 
ing from the offers of negotiations proposed 
by the Powers. What that program is may 
be readily Fleaned from the fact that young 
leaders such as Dr. Sze, Chinese Minister 
to Washington, have recently visited Turkey 
and studied at first hand the methods the 
Turks used to overthrow foreign domina- 


tion.

“You have seen the paper tiger that is 
carried in a Chinese funeral parade,” said 
one. “It looks very ferocious, until a gust 
of wind rips it open. My men call foreign 
forces “The Paper Tiger.’” 


While not aggressively challenging, offi- 


cers and men today await with confidence 
and.almost desire the opportunity to demon- 
strate that a Chinaman is as good as a 
white man on the field. No longer do they 
go out armed with umbrellas instead of 
rifles, call off the war in cold weather, and 
decide the victory by poker games between 
commanders. The change began after the 
army of Sun Chuan-fang, now holding 
Shanghai, in 1924 almost annihilated a white 
Russian division employed by Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin of Mukden. 


In old days the Chinese soldier was an 
outcast, and acted like one. Then when the 
Japanese tried to absorb Shantung, Chinese 
students became militant and joined the 
army of Wu Pei-fu. Western propaganda of 
soldier-worship during the World War had 
a large share in breaking down the old Con- 
fucian attitude toward fighting. 


Finally camé the creation of the Nation- 
alist force, a Chinese army trained to fight 
for a cause rather than for a man. The 
founding of the Whampoa Cadet School near 
Canton was Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s last accom- 
plishment. It was staffed with sixty Rus- 
sian military trainers, lent by the Soviet. It 


became an honor to be a Whampoa cadet.

new morale even among them. A large fac . 
tor in this change is the abandonment of the 

old attitude of tne Chinese public toward the 

soldier as he takes the role of liberator 

from foreign dominance. 


Until a year ago the Chinese Army was, 
trained according to antiquated goose-step 
methods brought in by way of Japan. Red 
Russia brought in-modern ways. My obser- 
vation is that in machine gun fighting, 
trench warfare, and infantry deployment, 
Chinese armies are today as modern as al- 
most any in the world. They appear to be 
still far behind in the science of artillery. 
This, however, is not so important, since 
heavy artillery cannot be used in the rice 
country of Central and South China. 

Of course, China is far from armed fn @ 
modern sense. Chang Tso-lin’s army has 
been well equipped by Japan with war mate- 
rial, including poison gas and hand gm- 


nades. He has a good stock of American 


war stuff left by General Graves at Viadi- 
vostok and sold him by the Japanese com- 
mandant, who, upon our protest, was “pun- 
ished” by a foreign trip and a promotion, 
Wu Pei-fu’s forces havé received meager 
supplies from British sources. Russia has 
been able to re-equip the army of Feng Yu-. 
bsiang, the “Christian General,” in the 
northwest and to send some help to the Na- 
tionalists at Canton; but, contrary to gen- 
eral belief, only a few shiploads. There is 
also, despite the agreement of the powers to 
keep war material out of China, a large il- 
licit trade. There are even airplanes, of 
which Chang Tso-lin has fifteen or twenty 
and the Cantonese half a dozen, the latter 
with the advantage of several America 
trained flyers. 
‘ 
But China is progressing rapidly in mak- 
ing herself independent of outside help in 
arms. Two great arsenals are in operation 
and are being enlarged... The one beside 
Hankow at Hanyang, run in connection with 
China’s greatest steel works, was taken 


- from Wu Pei-fu by the Cantonese, and is 


turning out rifles and ammunition day and 
night under Russian and German experts. 
The other, at Mukden, is superintended by 
a giant one-armed English ex-officer, one of 
the perfectors of the trench grenade for the

promise has always tended to turn a war 
into a talk-fest. With strong control, and « 
cause to fight for, he has, however, recently 
shown ability to endure appalling slaughter, 
as in the campaign between the Christian 
general and Chang Tso-lin, or the capture of 
Swatow by the Nationalists last summer. 


The average pay of the soldier, when he 
is paid, is only three dollars a month in: 
China, from which he usually feeds himself, 
except while in action. Thanks to the 
ability of Finance Minister Soong, the origt- 
nal Cantonese forces are regularly paid, 
though the armies they have absorbed in 
their victorious march do not fare so well. 
Sun Chuan-fang, with the rich revenues of 


Shanghai district, maintains the highest-paid 


army in China, while in the north Chang 
Tso-lin is the only commander who has regu- 
lar pay days. 

While there are huge numbers of soldiers 
of various sorts in the different regions, the 
number of reliable and well-drilléd troops is 
about seventy thousand in the Nationalist 


service and about twice as many in the 


Northern factions. 


Of course the great powers have their 
fleets. But Dr. Hu Shih, Cornell and Co 
lumbia graduate and acknowledged intellect- 


’ gal leader of the New China, put it to me 


this way: “Warships are useless to fight 
a selfcontained nation. They can shoot 
only as far as they can see. And if they 
should attempt to prevent our taking over 
of the foreign areas they will do more dam- 
age to the properties of their own people 
than to us.”

What’s Happening in China? 


By Upton Close 


Hankow and he had to walk forty miles, ac 
companied by his wife and three faithful 
staff officers, before he found WMyal troops. 


Two days later the vanguard of the Canto- 


nese army was welcomed into Hakow and 
the world was startled with the information 
that the Nationalists had at last really come 
into control of the Upper Yangtse Valley. 


Through a curious set of circumstances I 
then came into close contact with the Canto 
nese. I was captured by troops of Sun 
Chuanfang, who had left Wu in the lurch 
and planned to make himself master of the 
Yangtse Valley by cutting the precarious 
line of communications of the Cantonese 
and énveloping their forces. I was taken to 


Shanghai by Sun's officers, who boasted of 


what was going to happen. Immediately on 
my release I went to Cantén to see what 
sort of men the Cantonese leaders were and 
in talks with them I told of the boastings of 
Sun's officers. Canton immediately sent out 
a counter-force which cut the lines of Sun’s 
army and made it fall back on Shanghai. 


I was thus brought into contact with the 
capable young leaders of the Nationalist 
movement and saw some of its remarkable 
developments. 


I found the present Nationalist movement 
to be the result of a combination of two 
movements which have slowly gained 
growth for some years. The first factor is 
the old Nationalist Party, founded by Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen in 1904 for the overthrow of the 
Manchu Dynasty. After the success of this 
Revolution in 1912, Dr. Sun’s party fell into 
disrepute through its lack of ability to or 
ganize politics, and for a decade it was the 
football of military adventures. 

The second element is the Student Move 
ment which swept the country in 1919 as a 
reaction to President Wilson's “betrayal” of 
China in acquiescing in the Japanese reten- 
tion of Shantung Province. The students 
of the middle and higher schools, men and 
women, were organized so well they were 
able to prevent the signing of the Versailles 
Treaty by China and went on to overthrow 
their own government which was obviously 
selling out to Japan. 

Following this victory the students went 
to excesses which brought them into disre- 
pute, but they have manifested their ability 
in concerted action several times since, 
The most notable was the flare-up against 
the shooting of demonstrating Chinese 
dents by British police in Shanghai in May, 
1925. 

_ The Canton Movement, which was then in 
the throes of reorganization following the 
death of Dr. Sun, immediately took up the 
cause of the students, and a parade of pro- 
test brought on a clash between Chinese and 
foreigners (mostly British) in Canton, and 
mother so-called massacre of defefiseless 


Chinese by foreign machine guns took place. 


The result was the drastic measures taken 
to kill the trade in Hongkong by the Canto- 
nese, and the coming together for. a unified 
purpose of the Student Movement of the 
North and the Nationalist Group of the 
South.

Local commit- 
tees (or Soviets) began to appear 
and dominate local affairs in every 
county and province in Ohina, al- 
though more openly in the South. 
The movement spread like wildfire, 
The ancient Chinese secret societies, 
such as the Triads and the White 
Lilies, ii many cases transformed 
themselves bodily into Soviets. 


These societies are often called 
the Masonic bodies of China. They 
sprang up at least two thousand 
years ago, and exist in. every. town 
and city and are strongest in the 
South. It was their support which 
made the Tail-ping rebellion such @ 
menace in the middle of the nine- 
teenth century. They financed Sun 


the Manchu dynasty. Disgusted with 
political disruption since the over- > 
throw of the Manchu dynasty, they had with- 
drawn largely from political activity until 
the new Nationalist propaganda recaptured 
their imagination. 

The cry of the new movement is “Ch 
for the Chinese”—‘“abolition of properties 
which tend to make the white man regard 
himself as a superior being in Asia” —‘“unil- 
fication of China,” and economic develop- 
ment of China with Chinese capital. - 


Last Qctober the reorganization of the 
new Nationalist Party took place in Canton. 
‘Delegates appeared from the locals in every 
province of China. A commission of twenty- 
two memberz was elected to be the supreme 
authority in China. This, in turn, operates 
through &n inner “committee,” consisting 
now, for practical purposes, of three out- 
standing personalities: T. V. Soong, finan- 
cial genius; General Chang Kai-shek, mili- 
tary organizer, and the trusted Russian, 
Michael Borodin, a super-propagandist. Of 
the part played by Russia at large in build- 
ing up this movement, supplying military 
trainers. and protecting it from attacks on 
the part of Northern China factions and for- 
eign foes, I will tell fully in another article. 


Because money speaks louder in China 


than in any other country in the world, the 


contribution of the American-educated young 
financial genius, Mr. Soong, requires first 
mention. 

He is the son of one of Dr. Sun’s associ- 
ates in his early revolt against the Manchus. 
His father was killed and young Soong, who 
was born in Shanghai, was left the protege 
of Dr. Sun. Eventually Sun married Rosa- 
mond, elder sister of Soong, who is a very 
decided personage herself, as shown by one 
proposal to elect her president of the new 
united China. Soong was sent to Harvard 
and after graduation from the School of 
Business (1917;) he had training in an inter- 
national banking corporation in New York. 


Upon his return to China Dr. Sun put him 
on the problem of the tangled currency in 
Canton Province. At that time. Canton 
money was worth something like forty cents 
on the dollar. Soong at once concentrated 
the entire finances of the Province in one 
state bank, of which he, a lad of thirty-two

Kahoolawe 
comprises but sixty-nine square miles and 
Molokini and Kaula are uninhabited rocks. 
Commercially; Oahu is the principal one 
of the islands. On_.it are the city of Hono 
lulu and other spots whose names are fa- 
miliar words, especially to tourists who 
visit these fortunate isles of the Pacific, 
notably Diamond Head, the Nuuanu Pali, 
Pearl Harbor and “the beach at Waikiki.” 
The Island of Molokai is celebrated for the 
famous leper colony located upon it and is 
made sacred by a remembrance of the con- 
secrated labors of the devdted Father Da- 
mien among its unfortunate inhabitants.

After these events and through a long 
course of years the Hawatiang experienced 
many troubles with foreigners, especially 
with the British consul, one Chariton, who 
has left an unenviable record on the pages 
of Hawaiian history. Also, during the reign 
of Kamehameha [Il the kingdom was 
threatened by a French captain with a 
declaration of war. - 


The next direet assault on the indepen- 
dence of the islands, however, occurred in 
1843. On February 10 of that year the 
British, frigate Carysfort, commanded by 
Lord George Paulet, arrived at Honolulu. 
His Lordship soon after his coming made 
on the govefnfient six peremptory demands 
which arose principally from the chain of 
collisions with the disagreeable Chariton. 
The King made response to Paulet that 
some of his demands were “calculated to 
seriously embarrass this feeble government 
by contravening” its laws. Nevertheless, 
His Majesty would comply with them an- 
der protest and would appeal to the British 
government for justice. : 

Not satisfied with this outcome, Paulet 
made new and more-extravagant demands 
and in a personal interview treated the 
King with great insolence. Rather than 
comply with these new requirements, and 
confronted with a force which he could not 
hope to resist, the King issued a proclama- 
tion making cession of the islands to Lord 


Paulet, the final result of hig act to abide 


by the judgment of the British government 
upon the entire affair. He also issued a 
pathetic address to his subjects, Which 
closed with the statement that “my rule 
over you, my people, and your privileges 
will continue, for I have hope that the life 
of the land will be restored when my con- 
duct shall be justified.” 


Immediately upon the cession beifig made 
Paulet proclaimed, among other things, 
that the British flag should be hoisted on 
all the islands, that the natives should en- 
joy the protection and privileges of British 
subjects, and that the King should still gov- 
ern “so far as regards the native popula- 
tion”; but that a commission, consisting of 
the King, or a deputy selected by him, in 
company with Paulet himself, one Duncan 
Forbes Mackay and Lieutenant Freré of the 
royal navy, should govern in ll that re 
lated to foreign powers and to the affairs 
of foreigners resident In the islands. Pau- 
let’s commission proceeded for several 
months as if the islands were to remain 
permanently a British colony, and every 
Hawaiian flag that could be found was de- 
stroyed. 

On July 26, 1843, the British flagship Dub- 
lin, Rear-Admiral Thomas, arrived at Hono- 
lulu. On the next day the admiral issued 
a proclamation to the effect that Queen 
Victoria did not accept the 
to Paulet. The ‘paper contained the 
ment: “Her Majesty sincerely desires King 
Kamehameha III to: be treated as an inde- 
pendent sovereign, leaving the administra- 
tion of justice in his own hands.” On July 
31 the Hawaiian flag was again raised at 
Honolulu during a joyful celebration in 
which marines from the Dublin, the Carys- 
fort and the British sloopof-war Hazard 
participated. 

The action of Admiral Thomas in declin- 
ing for the Queen the cession made to Pau- 
let was warmly commended by the British 
government.
